SANITARY barber shops, with 
efficient Inspection, are impor­ 
ta n t to y ou if y ou have children, 
especially boy s. 
Why ? Well, one reason is th at 
children all over the country have 
been picking up ringworm of the 
scalp from unsterilized barber in ­ 
strum ents. Guiltiest of all, it ap­ 
pears, are the clippers, which are 
mostly used on boy s. 
On the Increase 
Ringworm of the scalp is one 
disease th at has been on the in ­ 
crease in the United States since 
1945. There is hardly a community 
in which the children have not 
been infected. 
In almost all cases, this disease 
Is caused by a tape of mold, or 
fungus, picked up from the hair 
of an other person. Once this 
fungus gets in the scalp of chil­ 
dren it infects the hair shaft, 
growing and spreading until wide 
portions of the scalp are Infected. 
A person develops immunity to 
this fungus by the time of pub­ 
erty , so few adults are bothered 
with this ty pe of ringworm. 
Causes of Infection 
Using 
barber 
instrum en ts 
which are inadequately sterilized 
is one of the chief way s of spread­ 
ing the infection. Children are 
also infected from seats in mov­ 
ies, especially the plushy ones 
th at pick up hairs when the child 
rests his head on the back. Sleep­ 


ing together, wrestling, or try ing 
on an other fellow’s h at can also 
tran sm it the infection from child 
to child. The infected hairs are 
brittle and easily broken off. 
This disease may be recognized 
when a child develops a rounded, 
coin-shaped baldness or patch of 
thinning hair. Usually there is 
much scaling un dern eath 
the 
hair. 
When a special ty pe of ultra­ 
violet lamp, called a Wood’s light, 
is play ed on the head, the in fect­ 
ed hairs give off a bright green 
glow, but healthy hairs do not. 
j This lamp can be used to diagnose 
the Infection and follow its prog- 
1 ress during treatm en t. 
) 
Of course, the best way to deal 
with this disease Is to prevent It. 
This can be done by treatin g 
j every case and wiping It out in 
communities where it occurs. 
Theater owners may disinfect 
their seats with a chemical th a t 
prevents ringworm, known as 
asterol dihy drochloride. Barber 
shops must also be kept clean 
and sanitary . 
Once the infection has started, 
an oin tm en t made with this 
same substance may clear it up 
rapidly . The hair should be clip­ 
ped short during treatm en t.

EY EX SUCH storios are slowly 
creeping back into school books.

You young mothers know

eag erly the little child from two to

Lamp Aids Ringworm Diagnosis 


By HIRMAN N. BUNOiSEN, M D. 


SANITARY barber ahopa. w ith 
efficient Inspection, are Im por­ 
ta n t to you lf you have children, 
especially boys. 
Why? Well, one reason la th a t 
children all over the country have 
been picking up ringworm of the 
acalp from unsterilized barber In- J 
atrum ent*. G uiltiest of all, It ap­ 
pears, are the clipper*, which are 
m ostly used on boys. 
On the Increase 
Ringworm of th e acalp is one 
disease th a t ha* been on the In­ 
crease in the United States since 
1945. T here Is hardly a com m unity 
In w hich the children have not 
been Infected. 
In alm ost all cases, this disease 
Is caused by a tape of mold, or 
fungus, picked up from the hair 
of an o th er person. Once this 
fungus gets In the scalp of chil­ 
dren It Infects th e hair shaft, 
growing and spreading until wide 
portions of th e scalp are infected 
A person develops im m unity to 
th is fungus by the tim e of pub­ 
erty, so few adults are bothered 
w ith th is type of ringworm . 
Causes of Infection 
Using 
barber 
instrum ents 
which are inadequately sterilized 
Is one of the chief ways of spread­ 
ing the Infection. C hildren are 
also Infected from seats in mov­ 
ies, especially th e plushy ones 
th a t pick up hairs w hen the child 
rests his head on the back Sleep­ 


ing together, w restling or trying 
on another fellow’s h a t can also 
transm it the infection from child 
to child. T he infected hairs are 
brittle and easily broken off. 
This disease m ay be recognized 
when a child develops a rounded, 
coin-shaped baldness or patch of 
thinning h air. Usually there is 
much scaling 
u n d erneath 
the 
hair. 
When a special type of u ltra ­ 
violet lamp, called a Wood’s light, 
Is played on the head, the infect­ 
ed hairs give off a bright green 
glow, but healthy hairs do not. 
This lamp can be used to diagnose 
the infection and follow its prog­ 
ress during tre a tm e n t 
Of course, the best way to deal 
with this disease Is to prevent it. 
This can be done by treatin g 
every case and wiping It out in 
communities where it occurs. 
Theater owners may disinfect 
their seats with a chem ical th a t 
prevents 
ringworm, 
known 
as 
asterol dlhydrochloride. B arber 
shops must also be kept clean 
and sanitary. 
Once the infection ha* started, 
an o intm ent 
m ade 
w ith 
this 
same substance m ay clear it up 
rapidly. The h a ir should be clip­ 
ped short during treatm ent.

Frown On Job 


As Paper Boys 


Ll. S. 'Little M erch an t' 
Plan Given C h illy

— In Britain most j 
boys think it is beneath their dig­ 
nity to earn a few coppers by 
delivering newspapers. 
And it looks like things are go- j 
ing rn stay that way, despite a I 
plea by 17 British newsmen that 
the 
American 
system 
of 
‘Tittle I 
merchant” newsboys might be an I 
idea worth trying. 
The suggestion came from 
a 1 
group representing British news­ 
papers of all sizes outside London, j 
After visiting American newspa­ 
pers under the auspices of the 
Anglo 
- 
American 
Productivity 
Council, the group reported: 
The 
"little 
merchant'’ 
system 
“ can be a worthy and healthy ef­ 
fort 
(which) 
need 
not 
interfere 
with education and can instill in 1 
the youngsters the germ of busi­ 
ness ability.” 
In Britain, the man who sells 
most of the newspapers is the news 
agent. He keeps a little shop that 
sells papers, tobacco and cigar 
ettes, candy and a variety of odds 
and ends. 
He gets his newspapers in bulk 
from wholesalers, splits them up 
and generally employs several boys j 
on what the British call * news­ 
paper “ round” to push them un­ 
der front doors. The boys get paid j 
a flat rate—which varies accord­ 
ing to the news agent—based on 
the number of customers on their 1 
round. 
This system has worked so well 
for over 50 years that the 47,000 
news agents scattered through Bri- j 
tain’s towns and villages aren't 
losing much sleep over the sug- < 
gestion 
that 
“ little 
merchants” 
take over their work. 
Albert Whinfrey, general secre­ 
tary of the News Agents Federa-1 
tion, points out: The distribution 
of newspapers in Britain is com 
plicated because well over 50 per 
cent of papers read are “ national 
dailies” published in London and 
printed here or in large centers I 
in the north. 
The papers arrive at distribu­ 
tion centers by train, where they 
are 
collected 
by 
wholesalers. 
“ Boys couldn’t do this—railways 
wouldn’t take kindly to a 
pack 
of kids running around,” Whinfrey 
said. 
“ They might be able to collect 
papers direct from publishers in 
the case of local newspapers, but 
they wouldn’t get very fat on the 
profits from that.” 
A quick denial that the sugges­ 
tion was intended to cut out the 
i news agent came from 
William 
Ridd, secretary of the Newspaper 
newspapers outside london. 
Ridd, a member of the group 
that visited the U. S., explained 
j the “ little merchant” recommen- 
l dation was made primarily to get 
parents and education authorities 
I to change their views on the em­ 
ployment of boys in newspaper 
rounds. 
He suggested the “ little mer- 
j chant” idea could be put into prac­ 
tice by news agents themselves, 
I and wrote in the news agents mag­ 
azine “ National News Agents” : 
“ Public opinion still regards this 
part-time occupation as something 
beneath dignity...detrimental to a 
boy’s physical and mental develop- 
I men! and well-being. 
“ American practice has shown 
such views to be ill founded.” 
Despite Ridd’s appeal, education 
authorities probably would step in 
with a veto if the “ little merchant” 
; idea showed signs of being taken 
seriously. 
Newspaper round* are frowned 
I upon by these authorities as a re­ 
grettable necessity to be kept with­ 
in strict limits. In general, they 
I have banned it for boys under 12 
and for hours earlier than seven 
| in the morning. Some of the higher 
class schools forbid it entirely.

Ten Ohioans 
Killed While 
Out Hunting 


CO LUM BUS, O 
— The Ohio 
Division of Wildlife says its rec­ 
ords .show that IO Ohio hunters lost 
their lives during the 1952 hunting 
seasons, three more than in 1951. 
Two hunters, the division’s re 
port said, lost their lives as a di­ 
rect result of firearms during the 
squirrel season, one while water 
fowl hunting and seven during the 
rabbit and pheasant season 
No fatalities or injuries were re­ 
ported during the three day Ohio 
dear season. 
While fatalities showed an in 
crease, a drop was noted in the 
number of injuries from the same 
cause during the year. 
In 1951, a total of 112 injuries 
were reported from firearms while 
hunting, This year there were re­ 
ports on only 79 persons suffering 
non fatal gunshot wounds. 
The average age of hunters in­ 
jured fatally was 24, while the av 
erage age of those injured was 
slightly over 16. 
All but one of the fatal acci­ 
dents were caused by the victims’ 
* ow n gun.
